We will do all we can to bring

Prime Minister Shimon Peres said 
yesterday that the government has 
done and will continue to do e\'ery- 
tbing in its power and more until the 
last Jew in Ethiopia reaches his 
homeland. 

Peres was addressing the Knesset 
to explain the reason for the press 
conference called by the Govern- 
ment Press Office last Thursday. 
Tehiya and the Citizens Rights 
Movement withdrew their no- 
confidence motions on the issue at 
Peres's request. 

The prime minister said that last 
Thursday morning he was informed 
that the' entire subject had been 
published throughout the world. 
"To focus attention where it should 
be and to divert it from delicate 
aspects, and to put matters in their 
proper perspective. I approved, af- 
ter consulting with the relevant 
bodies, the holding of a press confer- 
ence and the announcement of the 
cabinet secretary,” Peres said. 

To make it possible to complete 
"this holy task” successfully, Peres 
said, it was important to return to the 
previous restraint and the necessary 
silence. 

He did not refer to the speeches of 
Jewish Agency chairman Arye Dul- 
zin to Jewish audiences in the U.S. 
or to the interview of immigration 
department director Yehuda Domi- 
nitz published last week in Nekuda.

Ethiopian immigrants from all 
.over the country demonstrated in 
front of the Knesset and the Jewish 
Agency in Jerusalem yesterday, to 
protest against the disclosure of their 
aiiiifted rescue. 

In the early afternoon, the demon- 
strators asked to meet fVime Minis- 
ter Peres, and later spoke to him by 
telephone. They presented three de- 
mands: that those responnble for the 
leak be punished fox having en- 
dangered lives: that the government 
do everything possible to get the 
remaining Ethiopian Jews out of

ment had no control, was done “in 
coordination.'* to enable the rescue 
and absorption process to continue. 
Peres said. 

"Although ail the reasons cannot 
be publicize, I can note that both 
the restraint and the publication 
were designed to serve the same 
objective.” he added. 

“We are one people. There are no 
black Jews and no white Jews. There 
are Jews. History and faith bind us 
forever.”

Peres cited three outstanding rab- 
bis, of different periods and coun- 
tries, as having recognized the 
Ethiopian Jews as belonging to the 
Jewish people: the Radbaz (Rabbi 
David ben Zimra), chief rabbi of 
Egypt in the 16th century: Rabbi 
Azriel Hildesheimer, of Germany in 
the 19th century: and the first chief 
rabbi of Eretz YUrael, Rabbi Avra- 
ham Yitzhak Haoohen Kook. 

He said that “this wonderful tribe 
has proudly and stubbornly carried 
the flag of Jewish faith from the time 
of Moses. Neither decree nor exile 
has succeeded in overcoming their 
Jewish de\*otion. Uieir hiunan grace, 
or their Zionist hope.” 

As for die Jews of Israel, Peres 


smd, "no economic difficulty, no 
internal distress, no ^ographical 
distance and no political obstacle 
will halt or put off the efforts of 
rescue and immigration.” 

"We are members of one people, 
tied to an ancient and splendid faith, 
and no physical force or external 
distinction will divide us,” the prime 
minister said. 

He said that we all have the duty of 
meeting "this exciting challenge of 
befriending and absorbing our 
brothers and sisters who have come 
from afar." 

“We must do.this with full respect 
for their customs and way of life, for 
their unique heritage and their deep 
feelings.” Peres said. 

He said that this was an opportun- 
ity to pay "a debt of honour” to 
Menachem Begin, “whose govern- 
ment invested efforts and resource- 
fulness which blazed a trail.”(Story - 
page 3) 

Despite requests from the Prime 
Minister's Office to cancel the meet- 
ing, the Knesset Immi^tion and 
Ab^iption Comnuttee met yester- 
day to discuss the uifocmation leaks 
about the Ethiopian immigration.

First US. engine for Lavi 
arrives at Ikseli plant 

But Beit Rhfim^Ti Engines fold

The first production mode! of the 
PW-1120 engine intended to power 
the Lavi war plane, arrived in Israel 
several days ago and is being disman- 
tled for study at the Beit Shemesh 
Engifles plant. The Lavi is being 
developed by the Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries. Beit Shemesh Engises -40 
per cent of whidi was purchased last 
May by Pratt and Whitney, tiie 
manufacturers of the 1120- is sche- 
duled to produce several hundred 
sudi engines under licence to the 
American finn. But senior defence 
sources do not believe that the Beit 
Shemesh factory will succeed in 
doing so. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the plant, which last year lost a 
reported S4Q miltion. is on the verge 
of financial collapse, and that vir- 
tually none of the infrastructure that 
should have been prepared for pro- 
ducing the Lavi engine is In plara. 

In addition to its financial prob- 
lems. exacerbated by crippling in- 
terest payments on borrowed capit- 
al. Beit Shemesh En^es has b^n 
faced with serious technical difficul- 
ties: Much of the work done there 
has been returned by clients for 
^ling to match spedfiations. It has 
also been learned that the plant's 
director. Kahana Rosen, who was 
appointed by the government, which 
Ofwns 38 per cent of the company's 
shares, is to be replaced Ezrz 
Yesodi, 


Yesodi. a senior executive in the 
military industries, has TeportedW 
demanded chat the company's 
labour force be cut immediately by 
400 and that the government at^rb 
the accrued debt so that the com- 
pany can start with a clean slate. He 
is aiso expected to make several 
senior management changes in the 
technical and marketing depart- 
ments. and to totally re-assess the 
company's direction. 

Beit Shemesh Engines was named 
the prime contractor for the PW- 
1120 by former defence minister 
Erer Weizman. a move that was 
re-enforced by Ariel Sharon, who 
instructed the company to start in- 
vesting in infrastructure. 

At The opening of an engine test- 
bed facility in December. 1981. 
Sharon said that the ceremony sym- 
bolized the “dawn of a new m for 
the company" and that the staff 
would be increased from 1 .270 u-ork- 
ers to 1.800. 

The test-bed and other such struc- 
tures were prepared in haste by then 
director. Aviyah Shalif. He ^d this 
more to fit the specifications needed 
u> win the' engine contract from the 
Israel Aircraft Industries, than to 
prepare for the actual manuftwturing 
process. This forced the company 
into debt, resulting from high in- 
terest payments being made on the 
still idle equipment.

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
is determined that any partial 
withdrawal in Lebanon be tem- 
porary in . nature and appear- 
ance. 

The prime minister, it is 
understood, regards this as a 
fundamental issue of policy, and 
would rather bring down the uni- 
ty government than succumb to 
Likud pressure to invest a new 
IDF line in Lebanon with the 
attributes of semi-permariehoe. 

The ten-man “inner cabinet” is 
expected to address itself this morn- 
ing. for the first time, to the options 
for unilateral withdrawal in Lebanon 
- given the apparent ftulure of the 
talks between Israel and Lebanon at 
Nakoura.. 

The Defence Ministty made it 
clear yesterday that braels delega- 
tion would not return to Nakoura 
tomorrow, because Monday's ses- 
sion. the first after the New Year 
recess, proved arid and unconstruc- 
tive.

Lebanese police move down coast road 


BEIRUT (AP).' - A force of 200 
Lebanese' policemen headed to the 
troubled lUiarroub region just north 
of Israel's occupation zone yesterday ' 
to implement the first stage a long- 
delayed plan to end mlHtia reign 
below Beirut. 

The 200 red-bereted policemen 
assembled in Ouzai. just south of 
Beirut, in the early afternoon. The 
policemen then moved on to 
Damour, 22 kilometres to the south, 
where they supervised- and guarded 
- a bullikizer assigned to knock 
down e massive earthmound barri- 
cade separating (Thristian sad Druse 
militia zones. 

The deployment followed weeks 
of bitter wnmgling in Lebanon's 
national coalition cabinet: The 
police team is to be followed by an 
army unit which will be responsible 


for re-opening the coastal highway 
between betw^ Beirut and South 
Lebanon for the fint time since last 
February. 

President Amin jemayel and 
Prime Minister Rashid Karameh 
have been pushing hard for the army 
deployment, but Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt bad blodced it. aiguingthkt 
the presence of the soldiers would 
threaten his militia strongholds both 
in.the Kharronb region and the cen- 
tral mountains. 

Syria, the main power broker in 
Lebanon, intervened over the 
weekend and donvmeecT jumblatt to 
accept the plan. 

Tte Letmnese government was 
expected to use the new deployment 
as a “showcase” .to cpunlier Igadi 
criticism at the Nakoura talks that 
the army was not capable bf provid- 
ing security in Lebanon. 


Shultz and Gromyko conclude arms talks 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz last ni^t ended a fourth 
round of arms talks here. 

In all, the ministers spent 
hoiirs discussing ways to resume 
arms control negotiations during 
their four meetings on Monday and 
yesterday. 


In Moscow, Soviet television said 
last night that the talks had enabled 
both sides to clarify each other's 
positions and would facilitate further 
dialogue. 

Top politica] commentator Valen- 
tin Zorin said on the main telerision 
news that it was still too early to talk 
about results ftom the meetings, but 
that two observations could already 


be made. 

"The dattfication of each side’s 
positions is.. .a factor which facili- 
tates the continuation of Soviet-U.S. 
dialogue," he said in a report from 
Geneva. 

His dispatch was the most detailed 
Soviet media report since the ex- 
ploratory talks on space and nuclear 
arms began on Monday. 


AFTER MIDNIGHT 

GENEVA (AP). -U.S. Secretary of 
State Shultz said last night he and 
^viet Foreign Miuster Gromylro 
agreed that the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union will resume negotiations on 
arms control, and that a date for the 
talks will be set within one njontb. 

The sides agreed that the subj^ 
of ^e negotiations will be a complex 
of issues, induding space arms. 
Shultz said. 


GoVt report: Aid requests to stay high for next 3 years

WASHINGTON. - Israel has offi- 
daliy informed the U.S. that it will 
need continued high levels of U.S. 
ecohomic and military assistance 
through the 198S fiscal year. 

But in its “White Paper" outlining 
its immediate request for U.S. aid in 
the coming 1986 fiscal year, Israel 


suggested that its yearly needs might 
be reduced somewhat if the “existing 
favourable trends in the trade 
account and the stabilization of the 
Israeli currency” continue. 

The Israeli government, in the 
report, also pledged to continue im- 
plementing severe austerity mea- 
sures. 

"It is recognized that an increased 


level of American aid, although 
essential in the recovery period, will 
be insufficient in itself to soWe 
Israel's economic difficulties, unless 
accompanied by appropriate econo- 
mic polides,” it said. 

“Tlie Israeli government is there- 
fore determined to consistently im- 
plement the far-reaching restrictire 
polides required to set the economy 


on the right track. Such measures 
will indude, among others, a con- 
siderable reduction in the govern- 
ment budget defidt, a restrictive 
monetary policy, restrictive wage 
and income polides. an appropriate 
exchange rate policy, and measures 
to encourage savings.”

Economic ministers accept 
Steinberg tax proposals

The Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee yesterday voted to accept the 
recommendations for tax reform re- 
cently presented by the Steinberg 
Committee. 

^ance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
has also accepted the committee's 
main proposals in principle, but the 
Manufticturer's Assodation yester- 
day blasted the report as a threat to 
further economic growth. 

This Steinberg Committee, 
chair^ by accountant Uzi Stein- 
berg. was charged with developing 
ideas to replace the Law of Taxation 
under Inflationary Conditions which, 
is due to expire on March 31. This 
law which has been in force since 
1982. is generally regarded as having 
hm iigh t about the current slump in 
income tax collection, particularly 
from the corporate and self- 


employed sectors. 

Although Moda'i has accepted the 
committee’s central proposals. 
Steinberg said yesterday that Moda'i 
has not committed himself to a 
timetable for the implementation. 

Histadnit tax committee chairmaa 
Naftali Ben-Moshe said that the His- 
ladrut. too, accepted the central 
proposals of the Steinberg commit- 
tee and he called on the government 
to implement them as soon as possi- 
ble. 

But the manufacturers assodation 
yesterday claimed that if the com- 
mittee's proposals are accepted by 
the government “they will severely 
damage any possibilipr of economic 
growth in the productive (i.e. indust- 
rial) sector, and will also impose 
such a heavy tax burden on industrial 
undertakings that they will lead to 
dismissals ^workers.”

Prices steady, no shortages 
in second of Decemb^

There was virtually no rise in the 
prices of goods and services in the 
second half of December as com- 
pared wdth the first fortnight, but 
fruit and vegetable prices rose by 
13.5 percent. 

This was shown by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics' U-weekiy esti- 
mate of changes in the Consumer 
Price Index. Fruit and vegetables 
prices are not included in the current 
three-month package deal prices and 
wages freeze. 

Meanwhile, the Industry and 
Trade Ministry yesterday said that 
there is no si^ of a shortage of 
merchandise in shops or w’are- 
houses. The ministry's deputy direc- 
tor general, David Brodet. who is in 
charge of the current price freeze, 
told r^rters yesterday that there 
are daily consultations on the best 
ways of emerging from the current 
parage deal early next month and - 
it is hoped - launching a new one. 

Brodet said that "by the end of last 
month it was dear that the price 
freeze was succeeding.” ’The cr^it is 
due to the consumers, shopkeepers, 
manufticturers and importers, be- 
cause without their cooperation this 


freeze would never have come even 
this far.” 

>^tfa many grocers and supermar- 
kets selling certain items below the 
maximum permissible prices pub- 
lished by the ministry, food prios 
actually dropped one-tenth of a 
percent in the second half of Decem- 
ber. No change at all was noted in 
the prices of clothing and footwear. 

Yehoshua Forer. the minfscry's 
direaor general, warned that unless 
the Treasury reduces its money 
printing all the freeze's achiev^ 
meats would be nullified. 

Forer said. *‘We had better not 
lose time drawing up a new package 
deal,” addii^ that "there is room in 
any new price freeze for moderate 
price increases.” 

Eli Hurvitz. chairman of the 
Manufocturers Association and a 
signatory to the current package 
d^, said that despite the contribu- 
tion of the busmen community u>- 
wards lowering inflation, the go>‘- 
ernmeni had not fulfilled its promise 
to trim the state bud^t during the 
package deal. Nor. he added, had 
the Bank of Israel abided by its 
pledge to lower bank lending rates, 
"which went up to lO per cent a 
month in December.”

Zim can stay afloat, 
shipping expert says

HAIFA. - Zim is basically sound. 

but is short of short-term capital. 
The revival of shipping is giving it the 
necessary breathing space to reorga- 
nize and keep afloat. Dr. Nafali 
Wydra, head of the Israel Shipping 
Research Institute, told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday. 

Wydra was commenting on the 
Kol Yisrael repon yesterday morn- 
ing that the national shipping com- 
pany was in danger of going under, 
and had a $500 million debt not 
covered by the worth of its ships. 
According to the report, Zim's col- 
lapse would bring down Israel's 
banking system. 

Wydra. the doyen of Israel's ship- 
ping experts, noted that Zim's diffi- 
culties, like those of shipping com- 
panies throughout the world, were 
well known, but the confidence of 
interoationaJ flnance circles that the 
Israeli government would stand by 
the company had so far secured its 
standing. Reports of yesterday's 
broadcast which also claimed that 
the government would not step in to 
help, could only undermine Zim's 
status and make a difficult situation 
critical. 

He stressed that there was no 
point in "looking for scapegoats." 

’Tn the worldwide shipping crisis 
that has continued for several years, 
the remarkable thing is that Zun has 
done so well, and not that it is in 
trouble," Wydia said. 

He noted that during the past 18 
months, 240 ships vrorldwide had 
been auctioned off by creditors, and 
some of the leading veteran com- 
panies had gone bankrupt. 

Wydra said Zim was suffering 
from four basic shortcomings that 
must be corrected. Its paid up capital 
of SS.9 million was "totally inad^u- 


ate" in relation to its S700m. turnov- 
er and the S506m. its fleet is valued 
at after depreciation. 

Though shipping was par excell- 
ence an export branch, earning the 
country some $200 million annually 
through 15 to 30 per cent added 
value the government not only with- 
held all export incentives, but also 
refrains from protecting Zm. forc- 
ing it to compete internationally, 
with only grain, coal and oil - car- 
rying contracts assured. 

Zim's crew expenses are 30 per 
cent above those of the west Euro- 
pean shippers it competes with, both 
because the unions were inflexible 
and because their dollar pay raised 
their wages 20 per cent over the 
weaker European currencies. 
“There is no reason for seamen's 
wages to be so much higher than in 
Europe," he said. 

The fourth shortcoming was the 
relatively outdated fleet, which has 
not kept up with the latest technolo- 
gies that have lowered fuel costs 
^one by 40 to 50 per cent since 1980, 
while also cutting back on crews. 

Wydra warned "there is no sense 
in letting Zim sink. Israel cannot rely 
exclusively on foreign ships to carry 
its trade and thus be at the mercy of 
their pricing. Nor can the banks 
which have several hundred million 
dollars invested in Zim, the govern- 
ment which owns 40 per cent of the 
company, and the Israel Corpora- 
tion which owns 50 per cent, let the 
company go down. 

He proposed a recovery plan- 
based on putting $100m. to S15(te. 
working capital at Zim's disposal in 
return for shares or long term deben- 
tures that would free Zim of its debt 
servicing for three years. 

Members of the Zim management 
spent all day yesterday in consulta- 
tion with government offidals. 


Shcharan^r^s mother gets permit to vimt son 


MOSCOW (AP), - The mother of 
imprisoned Jewi^ refusenik Anato- 
ly Sbeharansky said yesterday she 
has received permission to visit her 
ailing son in a labour camp in Siberia 
next week. 


Ida Milgrom told Western repor- 
ters in Moscow she bad received 
permission to visit her son, who has 
been hospitalized, on January 14th 
at the labour camp where he is held 
near the Siberian dty of Perm. 


The permission constituted first 
confirmation for Mrs. Milgrom that* 
Shcharansky, who had sen^ part of 
his 13-year sentence at a prison in 


Chistopol, had been moved to 
labour camp. 

In Jerusalem, Vice Premier Yit- 
zhak S hamir told a visiting Congres- 
sional mup that he had written to 
U.S. SecretaiT of State George 
Shultz asking him to raise the issue of 
Soviet Jewry with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko.

Syria's negotiating st^e. Sisco 
said, was very rimflar to Israel's. 
“They are very good at eyeball to 


eyeball and can hold out until the last 
moment but they are quite capable 
of reversal." ' 


Sisco said be believed that “the 
developing axb" between Cairo. 
Amman, ^adh and Bagdad would 
not. by itself, produce a new peace, 
process. Thb axb was being formed 
for primarily intra-Arab reasons he 
said.

Ethiopians say media reports 
on backwardness insulting

Jenisalem Post Reporter ' 

The newly arrived immigrants 
trom Ethiopia are hurt and Insulted 
by press reports describing them as 
* primitives.'^ 

According to Jewish Agency ex- 
perts who work with them, while the 
immigrants come from a technologi- 
tally backward society, they have a 
rich and well-developed culture. 

Zvi Yadin, chief psychologist of 
the Jewish Agency’s aliya depart- 
ment. said yesterday that media 
comments are rapidly passed on 
^ among the newcomers. Stories of 
them storing clothes in rehigerators 
and washing babies with water from 
toilets offend them. Some 100 Ethio- 
pian Jews who arrived months or 
years ago serve as translators and 
counsellors and represent the new- 
comers in explaining how they feel 
about plans for their absorption. 

Ora Danyo. head of the social 
welfare unit in the aliya department, 
explained that though the Ethiopian 
Jews know they are "different." they 
don’t want to be considered 
"strange." 

"TTiey were shown having trouble 
with toothbrushes." said Danyo. 
"But their dental hygiene in 
r ^Ethiopia was excellent. They used a 
'' kind of toothpick taken from a palm 
tree and rin^ their mouths with 
water after every meal.” said 
Danyo. "I wish the average Israeli 
schoolchild had teeth like elderly 
Ethiopians." 


Many of them are shocked to learn 
that toilets are inside the house, said 
■ Danyo. They are very strict about 
hygiene and think the toilet should 
be outside. She added that "the 
National Insurance Institute could 
learn a thing or two about social 
welfare from the .Ethiopian Jews, 
who have a well-developed system of 
helping one another." 

Asked about veteran Israelis' 
efforts to donate used clothiiig and 
toys for the- absorption centres, 
Danyo said that toys, even used, are 
badly needed but clothing is a matter 
of suitability and taste. 

The Ethiopian Jews have stria 
codes of mourning behaviour, plant- 
ing trees over graves rather than 
setting down memorial stones. They 
remember who was buried in each 
grave and pass the information from 
generation to generation. 

"There isn’t a family that hasn't 
lost someone from hunger, disease 
or other calamity on the way here," 
said Danyo. 

The chief psychologist added that 
they have accumulated numerous 
fears as they were preyed upon on 
their way to Israel by rapists and 
bandits in Africa. 

Although the Ethiopian women 
maner-of-factly suckle their babies 
in public, they are extremely modest 
and phy'sical exams must be con- 
ducted with sensitivity, said the 
psychologist. 

Haim Aharon, chairman of the 
aliya department, praised the nearly 


1,000 Jewish Agency staffers work- 
ing with the newrcomers. They re- 
main on duty for up to A8 hours at a 

time. 

Abarou said that although there 
has been some opposition to the 
rabbinate’s “conversion" require- 
ments which dictate ritual immer- 
sion, the Agency hopes to condua 
the ritual requirement in the near 
future. 

There are some 400 women, 
trained in a special Agency course, 
helping the immigrants adapt to 
their new surroundings. Some 
Ethiopian women are also expeaed 
to take this course soon. Some 100 
social workers supervise the gradu- 
ates. 

Ail of the immigrants are re- 
ligiously observant. They adhere to 
the Five Books of Moses but the 
Oral Law is foreign to them. They 
are being introduced to normative 
Judaism through their ulpan studies, 
in a spedal programme being de- 
veloped by the Education Ministry. 

The Absorption Ministry, me^- 
whtle. has cooperated with the 
Agency to produce the first bookiet 
in Amharic. Containing numerous 
drawings and photographs, it is 
aimed at helping the netvcomers dur- 
ing their first months here, explain- 
ing metfical exams, infant care, reli- 
^ous services, bousing and educa- 
tion. It also indudes a short diction- 
ary of common terms. A regular 
newspaper in Amharic the Ethio- 
pian language is also being planned. 


Begin affected by return of Tjost Tribe’

TEL AVIV. - "The plain incontest- 
able historical fan is that Menachem 
Be^n, labelled by so many a radst 
and a fasdst, w^ the one who 
started bringing large numbers of 
black Jeivs to Israel." one of Begin's 
former top aides told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

He was referring to the praise 
meted out to Begin in the Knesset 
w esterday by Prime Minister Shimon 
* *eres in connection with the begin- 
ning of the Ethiopian e.xodus. 

Begin himself refuses to discuss 
the matter. "Even now. the less said 
the better." he maintains. But his 
aides describe Begin as very touched 
by the plight of Ethiopian Jews. 
*niey recall him noting at the very 
beginning of his administration that 
he. wanted to bring “this lost tribe" 
to Israel because they are "so far 
away from us and so persecuted they 
are gening fewer and fewer." 

Begin also said that he felt a need 
to help any Jew in distress. The 
colour of his skin, he said, was 
immaterial - a Jew is a Jew, Begin 
was throughout convinced of the 
Ethiopian Jews’ Jewishness. 


He used to liken their hazardous 
exodus from Ethiopia to the Euro- 
pean Jews* illegal immigration 
attempts in pre-State days and he 
became very emotional about the 
comparison. 

The sources said that the exodus 
began soon after the Likud came to 
power in 1977. Before that there had 
been a trickle of a few indiridual 
immigrants. But after “many hun- 
dreds" of Ethiopian Jews arrived 
here, the Ethiopian door was slam- 
med shut by Mosfae Dayan's slip of 
the tongue in 1978, when he admit- 
ted in Switzerland that Israel was 
selling arms to Ethiopia. 

The former Begin aides hotly de- 
nied that there had been any opposi- 
tion to the Ethiopian immigration 
either from within the cabinet or 
from the Jewish Agency. “The con- 
trary is true. Not only did no one 
voice oppc^tlon but everyone was 
very emotional about it. Yehuda 
Dominitz, whose indiscretion trig- 
ger^ the recent undesirable public- 
ity, was very involved and very dedi- 
cated. The late Raphael Kotlowitz, 
who headed' the Jewish Agency's 
aliya department, was extremely de- 


voted to the cause of Ethiopian Jew- 
ry as well, the Begin aides recalled. 

Begin gave the matter top prior- 
ity, thou^ he could not publicize it.. 

Begin met with some of the Ethio^ 
pian immigrants and cautioned his 
aides to keep quiet about the exodus 
despite criticism heaped on them for 
allegedly neglecting the issue. At the 
annual convention of Jewish Federa- 
tions in Detroit in 1980 Begin was 
heckled by a vociferous group of 
American and Canadian students 
uiio accused him of doing nothing to 
help black Jews. Begin kept silent, 
though he knew the truth. 

There were also demonstrations 
outside his office by some of the 
veteran Ethiopian immigrants who 
demanded sp^y action to rescue 
their kin. Many in Begin's bureau 
wanted “a few crumbs of informa- 
tion" released, to cool tempers and 
indicate that efforts were being 
made. 

But Begin categorically vetoed 
these si^estions, arguing that once 
"something is out, everything will 
quickly follow, I will not utter a word 
that could end this rescue opera- 
tion," he insisted. 


Job training for Ethiopians ^adequate’

Job-training programmes for 
Ethiopian immigrants have been 
operating for several years and 
should be able to handle the recent 
surge of arrivals, provided budgets 
are available. 

Several hundred adults have com- 
pleted Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs training programmes since 
thev began three years ago, accord- 
iv-^to Ya’acov Hecht. deputy direc- 
L..* of the ministry's manpower train- 
ing division. 

Hecht said the veteran Ethiopian 
immigrants have successfully com- 
pleted job-training programmes in 
nearly every area offered by the 
mini^rv. including carpentry, metal 
workiug and electrician appren- 
ticeships. in places such as Kiryat 
Shmona. Kiryat Gat and Kir>’at

Sprinzak. While few of the new 
immigrants have the necessary edu- 
cational background for more tech- 
nical training, Hecht noted that 
several in Beersheba have com- 
pleted training in electro-optics. 

The newer immigrants will under- 
go the same, three-staged training 
process as their predecessors: Heb- 
rew language study: general, basic 
studies in modem Israeli culture and 
vocational training.

Religious ^tions preparing 
for 'Who is a Jew’ battle

Tension is building within the reli- 
^ous factions in anticipation of next 
Sunday's scheduled meeting with 
Premier Shimon Peres and Vice- 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir on the 
amendment to the Law of Return's 
“Who's a Jew'* clause. 

*The religious factions believe they 
have a parliamentary majority for 
le^Iation ruling that conversions 
will only be recognized under the 
Law of Return if carried out accord- 
ing to Halacha. 

They claimed that Shamir, whom 
they met on Monday night, prom- 
ised them Likud support if the 
amendment were to come to the 
plenum next week, whether or not 
Peres agreed to its coming up. 

But a knowledgeable Likud 
source said Shamir gave no explicit 
conunitment. 

Most vocal in the call for the 
amendment was the Morasha iWty 
which threatened the other religious 
parties that it would go it alone if 
need be. 


But Morasha itself was startled 
and angered when a delegation of 
Habad hassidim burst rudely into a 
room where party leaders were con- 
ferring privately, and warned them 
of the dire responsibility they would 
bear if they delayed further. A 
shouting match ensued in which 
Minister without Portfolio Yos^ 
Sbapira asked the Habad hassidim 
what right they had to practise in- 
timidation. 

In New York, meanwhile, the 
issue came up on Saturday night at a 
meeting between Refora Jewish 
leaders and Energy ^^nister Moshe 
Shahal. 

The Reform leaders, beaded by 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler, told 
Shahal that the unity of the Jewish 
people around the world would be 
imperilled if the Knesset passed the 
amendment, which would put many 
diaspora Jews beyond the pale. 

The Reform leaders said they 
hoped to meet urgently with Shamir 
and the odier Likud leaders and 
make them aware of the consequ- 
ences of “hasty parliamentary ac- 
tion."

According to one version of the 
Gur-Arye dismissal, he was sum- 
moned by the Prime Minister's 
Office Direaor-General Avraham 
Tamir. a Weizman associate, and 
was told that he had been dismissed 
as of January 1 . Another version has 
it that Weizman snapped at Gur- 
Arye after a loud row between the. 
two over policy issues. Weizman 
said. "You're out and the decision is 
effective as of January 1." 

The row was said to have been 
about Weizman's plans to set up a 
coundj for Arab a^rs. made up of 
Israeli Arabs, to work with what 
would probably be a ministerial 
committee, to determine polides in 
die Arab sector. 


Gur-Arye refused to step down 
until offidally informed by the gov- 
ernment of disnussal. He main- 
tains that be is a veteran dvil servant 
and caxmoc be summarily sacked. 

An Alignment appoints. Gor- 
Arye has been working in the Prime- 
Nfinister's Office since 1974. follow- 
ing service in the Israel Defence 
Forces Lotelligence Corps, He was 
made advisor oir Arab affairs by 
Yitzhak Rabin during his last year as 
prime minister. When the Likud 
came to power. Prof. Moshe Sharon 
was appointed Instead, but he res- 
igned after a year and Gur-Arye was 
reinstated. 

Opinions differ on whether Weiz- 
man's move had Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres's blessing. Offidally it is 
said that Peres did give his consent to 
the dismissal. But other sources 
m^tain that he was informed about 
it only afterwards and that the 
Labour Party was displeased at 
Weizman's announcement appoint- 
ing Prof. Yosef Ginat of Haffa Uni- 
versity, to replace Gur-Arye. In 
Labour it was thought that , if Gur- 
Arye were sacked, ^'anan Cohen, 
for many years head of Labour's 
Arab department, should have got 
the job. 

It is beb'eved that Weizman plans 
to phase out the adviser's po^. and 
create a position for one of his aides 
initsste^.

Aloni qiais with NRP again on aliya

Because of the NRFs attitude, 
she said, she had voiced her 
apprehension that this attitude 
might have been fee cause of Agency 
official Yehuda Domioitz's leak at^ 
out fee Ethiopian immigration (fo 
the Gush Emunim journal Nekuda). 
but Dominitz should be .tak^ to 
task for what he bad said, even if his 
motives were different. 

Aloni said fee nature of fee Law of 
Return (laying down fee right of 
every Jew wiio so wishes, to settle in 
Israel) should be debated again now. 
A debate on the way fee religious 
parties hamper immigration and 
persecute Israeli dtizens whom they 
fault on religious g^nds would also 
be in order, fee said. 

She noted feat her pariiamentary 
immunity could not be removed be- 
cause of her political activities, and. 
was absolute, thus the NRP demand 
was no more than a red herring.

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Ferraro says she’s proud 
husband admitted fraud 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - A finan- 
cial TOW that dogged Democrauc 
vice-presidential candidate Geral- 
dine Ferraro throughout her cam- 
paign last year ended with her hus- 
band pleading guilty to two charges 
of fraud. 

Under a deal struck with prosecu- 
tors on Monday in the New York 
State Supreme Court, real estate 
developer John Zaccaro avoided a 
one<year jail term by admitting to 
two of three charges involving a 
client's planned S1S.5 million purch- 
ase of five apartment buildings. 

Sentencing is set for February 20. 
He could be" fined up to S5.000 and 
placed on probation for up to one 
year. 

His plea drew praise from his wife, 
who said she was proud that he had 
admitted his mistake, "(lliese) 
events do nothing to change him in 
the eyes of his family and fnends. 


We lov'c him very much," Ferraro 
said. 

Zaccaro, upset at the scrutiny of 
his finances during his wife's cam- 
paign, said he felt he could win the 
case but had decided oo the guilty 
plea, “to spare my family the publi- 
city. . .and to try to return to a.private 
life." 

“John tried to help a client.” Fer- 
raro said in a statement, “and in 
doing so committed a judgemental 


error. 


Zaccaro pleaded guilty to altering 
a copy of an appraisal ai the build- 
ings and to overestimating his own 
net worth by S17m. on applications 
to aid his client. 

A third charge, that he falsely 
submitted an inflated contract of sale 
for the buildings to obtain a bigger 
mortage loan for his client, was 
dropped as part of the plea bargain 
reached with prosecutors. 


UK pdl: 52% want queen to abdicate for Charles 


LONDON ( Reuter).- A majority of 
Britons think Queen Elizabeth 
should abdicate in favour of her 
.tb-year-old son and heir Prince 
Charles, according to an opinion poll 
published yesterday by the magazine 

A similar poll in 1980 showed two- 
thirds against the queen's abdica- 


tion. 

The latest survey showed that 52 
per cent of those questioned thought 
the queen, aged 58 and in good 
health, should abdicate voluntarily. 

It said most people surveyed were 
still in favour of the monarchy, and 
the queen was the fovouriie member 
of the royal family. 


Europe’s cold wave kills 41, 
mins olive crops, hits Algeria 


PARIS. - The cold wave in western 
Europe had clumed the fives of at 
least 41 people by yesterday, includ- 
ing 22 in France. 14 in Spain and fiv'e 
in West Germany 

Temperatures plunged to -39 de- 
grees Centigrade in Bavaria yester- 
day morning, and -32 degrees in 
many parts of France over Monday 
night. 

Unusually harsh weather condi- 
tions also continued to cause chatK 
across the Mediterranean in North 
Africa. 

An Algerian newspaper reported 
that rainstorms and snow were 
hampering rescue operations in the 
east of the country, which was hit by 
major flooding at the end of last 
month.

Iraq reports 
attacks on three 
ships in Gulf 


MANAMA. Bahrain. - Iraq re- 
port three more ships attacked in 
the Gulf yesterday and a South Ko- 
rean firei^ter said that it had been 
hit by a missile, and one of its 
crewmen had been killed. The 
frei^ter reported that a second 
crev^an had been injured. 

Marine salvage executives identi- 
fied the dead crewman only as the 
second engineer, adding that an Ira- 
nian heliwpter had moved the in- 
jured seaman ashore. 

An Iraqi military spokesman in 
Baghdad ^id meanwhile that “our 
eagles (air force pilots) scored d'lrect 
and effective hits on a large naval 
target" near Iran's Kharg Island oil 
terraina). and that “the Iraqi fishing 
nets collected three naval targets for 
the day." 

Gulf shipping sources could not 
immediately confirm the later 
attacks. 

Shipping sources said the captain 
of the stricken South Korean vessel 
said there was “no fire aboard*' the 
ship. But he required medical assist- 
ance for two emergency cases. 

These sources said the vessel was 
hit by a missile about 40 kilometres 
southwest of Iran's Jabrin Island, 
and was empty. 

Judpng by the location of this 
attack and other recent raids, the 
Iraqis appear to be extending the 
sco^ of their blockade on Icanian 
ports well south of the war zone. 

At the onset of the “tanker war" 
the Iraqis early last year defined an 
SQ-kilometre radius around Kharg 
Island as a “military exclusion zone" 
and warned international shipping 
companies to keep their vessels out 
of it or risk air and sea attacks.

Teenager kiTls 5 
in family dispute 


SAO FAULO, Brazil (Reuter). - 
An 18-year-old youth shot dead his 
mother, fetfaer. two brothers and a 
sister after an argument about the 
volume of lus record player in the 
middle of the night, police said on 
Monday. 

A spokesman said Roberto Agos- 
tinbo Peukert Valente had admitted 
he committed the killings at bis Sao 
I^ulo home early on Sunday after 
his mother turned off the music and 
called him a “bum." 

The teenager told police be bad 
decided to teach his mother. Karen 
Claudia. 42. a lesson when she told 
him to go to sleep. 

He loaded the .38 revolver be- 
longing to his 46-year-old father 
Mario Agostinho. 'and shot dead 
each member of the family, police 
said. He also used a knife to make 
sure none of bis victims was alive, 
the spokesman added. 

The other dead were his brothers 
Pauio. 17, and Andre, eight, and his 
sister Cristina. 16. 


John Birch Society 
founder dies at 85 


BELMONT. Massachusetts (Reu- 
ter). - Robert Welch, the 
conspiracy-fearing former candy- 
maker w^o founded the extreme 
right-wing John Birch Society, has 
died aged 85. a spokesman for the 
society said. 

Wel<* became one of post World 
War n America's most controversial 
figures with his charges that top U.S. 
officials, including former president 
Dwight Eisenhe^’er. were Com- 
munist dupes or sympathizers. 


Reagan’s chief of staff 
to switch with Regan 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Ronald Reagan yesterday- 
announced he was brining Treasury 
Secretary Donald T. Regan to be his 
top. staff aide and sending White 
House Giief of Staff James A. Baker 
to the finance post. 

The surprise announcement 
means that Reagan will sweep clean 
the “big three" group of advisers 
who guided the White House during 
his first term. 

Presidential counsellor Edwin 
Meese III has already been nomin- 
ated to be attorney-general - the 
nation's highest law-enforcement 
official - and Deputy* Chief of Staff 
Michael K. Deaver announced last 
«*eek that he would resign to take a 
job outside go^*emment. 

Regan and Baker flanked Reagan 
as be spoke to reporters in the White 
House press briefing room. 

Regan, who headed the giant 
brokerage firm of Merrill. Lynch. 
Pierce. Fenner and Smith before 
joining the Reagan administration 
four years ago. is regarded as a 
hard-nosed - pragmatist, much like 
Baker. 

His appointment to the top staff 
position at-Reagan‘s elbow is unlike- 
ly to mollify the president's con- 
s'ervative supporters who have been 
openly concerned about the depar- 


ture of Meese and other conse^^’a- 
lives from Reagan's inner circle. 

Reagan said Baker would also 
serve as his chief economic spokes- 
man. a role usually reserved for the 
chairman of the president's Council 
of Economic Advisers, a post that 
Rea^ has left vacant for montte 
rince the departure of Prof. Martin 
Feldstein. 

In another departure from cus- 
tom. Reagan said his new creasury 
secretary would retain The seat on 
the National Security Council that 
he holds as chief of smff and that 
Regan, as chief of staft. would re- 
main a member of the cabinet and 
also sit on the NSC. 

Baker was the outsider in 
Reagan's inner drcle. the only per- 
son in a key position who had not 
served the president for yean in 
California. With the upcoming de- 
parture of Meese and Deaver. he 
appears to have gained the pre- 
eminent position among Retignn's 
advisers. 

As a key White House negotiator, 
he has credited with "working 
out many of the legislative com- 
promises that gave Reagan his string 
of policy victories during the first 
term, sometimes at the expense of 
conservative doctrine, which 
angered some of. the president's 
longtime supporters. 


Soviet troops ready assault 
on A^han border guerrillas 


NEW DELHI (AP). - More than 
10.000 Soviet troops have been 
rushed to Afghanistan's borders 
with Paldstan and Iran in apparent 
preparation for a major assault on 
Af^an rebels. Western diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

At least 7.000 soldiers have been 
sent to the western Herat Province 
next to Iran and about 4.000 to the 
area bordering Pakistan, said the 
diplomats. 

Soviet troops and Af^an govern- 
ment forces have reportedly man- 
aged to take over two vital approach 
routes to the Panjsher Valley, a 
rebel stron^old in northern Afgha- 
nistan, in a further drive to blockade 
the guerrillas by insurgent chief 
Ahmed Shah Masoud. 

The Soviet troops seized the 


AUngar and Alisheng approach 
routes, south and west of Panjsher. 
according to the diplomats' reports. 
The valley's northern edge is moun- 
tainous and inaccessible. 

The diplomats said the rebels were 
left with only one escape route, in 
Barikot. east of Panjsher. If that 
route was also surrounded by Soviet 
forces, the rebels might be in serious 
trouble, the diplomats said. 

The Panjsher Valley controls im- 
portant supply routes linking the 
Afghan capit^ of Kabul with the 
Soviet Union. 

The Moslem guerrilias have been 
fighting since December 1979 to rid 
the country of UO.OOO Soviet sol- 
dieis who invaded A^hanistan to 
back up the Soviet-installed Pre- 
mier, Babrak Karroal. 


American priest in Beirut kidnapped 


BEIRUT (AP). -Gunmen abducted 
an American Roman Catholic priest 
near a police station in mostly Mos- 
lem West Beirut yesterday. He was 
.the .fifth American kidnapped or 
missing in Lebanon in JJ months. 

The Rev. Lawrence Martin Jenco. 
50. of Chicago. Illinois, was kidnap- 
ped on his way to work from bis 
home near the American University 
of Beirut in his chauffeur-drive Pon- 
tiac at about 7:30 a.m.. police said. 

The gray-haired, bespectacled 
Jenco. a Catholic priest of the Ser- 
vile Order, beaded the Catholic Re- 
lief Services Programme in Lebanon 
since last Onober. He served in 
Thailand before coming to 'Beirut. 

Another American cleric is among 
several foreigners who have been 
kidnapped in Beirut in the last 12 


months. Presbyterian minister Ben- 
jamin Weir was kidnapped last May 
and is still missing. 

-Cable News Network journalist 
Jeremy Levin, also American, dis- 
appeared last March shortly before 
U.S. Embassy political officer Wil- 
liam Buckley was seized by unknown 
gunmen. 

Peter Kilburn. a middle-aged 
American employed as a librarian at 
the uoiversitv. disappeared and was 
presumed kidnapped on December 
1. Like Jenco. Kilburn suffers from a 
weak heart. 


A caller who said he represented 
the shadowy underground Islamic 
Jihad (Holy War) group said last 
May that it was holding all three 
.Americans. 


U»S. busmessman sues Soviet Union for libel 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - An 
American businessman filed a S320 
million libel suit against the Soviet 
Union yesterday saying be had been 
falsely accused of being a U.S. spy. 

Raphael Gregorian, who also 
named the Soviet Foreign Trade 
Ministry and the newspaper /zvern'a 
in his suit to a federal court hi Los 
Angeles, said there was no founda- 
tion for the accusations. 

“The allegations were a pure and 
simple retaliation for the Miller 
case." Gregorian's lawyer, Gerald 
KroU. told reporters. He was refer- 
ring to a case in which former FBI 


agent Richard Miller and a Soviet 
couple, Nikolay and Svetlana Ogor- 
odnikov, have been accused of 
espionage in Los Angeles. 

The lawyer said Gregorian, firom 
Palo Alto. Califomia. had run a 
multi-milljon dollar business in Mos- 
cow for 14 years, acting as a middle- 
man for U.S. companies selling 
medical equipment to the Soviet 
Union. . 


But Izvestia accused Gregorian of 
being a spy, and he bad been denied 
a visa to return to the Soviet Union.

Woman’s body frnmd in suitcase in LA'airport 


LOS ANGELES (AP); - A 
woman's body was found in an un- 
claimed suitcase at Los Angeles In- 
ternational Airport, and a U.S. cus- 
toms official said she may have 
stowed away on an international 
flight. 

“Preliminaiy infonnation is that 
the person died on the aircraft," 
possibly of hypothennia (cold) or 
asphyxiation, customs supervisor 
Qirisiopher King said on Monday. 

Several bananas, one of them 


eaten, were found in the suitcase. 
King said. 

Because the suitcase bore no lug- 
gage tag and the woman no identi- 
fication. investigators are uncertain 
which airline brought it to Los 
Angeles, be said. 

“It could have come from any 
place,” said John Smith, superinten- 
dent of airport operations. He de- 
scribed the woman as “a slightly- 
built female, possibly of Oriental 
ancestry.

But the Soviet authorities 
would not agree to their sin^g for 
the Jewish community of the dty, 
although they bad not asked for 
money for the additional concert for 
the Jewish audience. 

In May, Espe will make their first 
appearance in Israel at the Jeru- 
sdem Festival. 

THE UNGUI^C side of the work 
is dealt with mainly by Gabi. She has 
learned Yiddish well enough to 
search for Yiddish texts and read 
them is original Hebrew charac- 
ters. 

Hans, who also acts as the group's 
manager, has cut down hb job as a 
teacher by a quarter. 

The Espe members have not tried, 
however, to make a living from the 
Srddisb songs only. 'Tt would hardly 
be possible," says Hans who man- 
ages the group. For Gabi, it would 
not even be desirable: "In that case 
Yiddish would soon become just 


sure that others will find better ways 
of doing what Fm doing." 

He went on, “No work can be 
broader than anthropology - the 
study of man. I base my work on 
three approaches. There is first field- 
work - my own, and that of others. 
There is ethnology, doing compara- 
tive studies of society and culture in 
limited fields. These can be geog- 
raphical or organizational. Finally' 
there is ethnography, descriptive 
studies of particular tribes or peo- 
ples." 

An Israeli at-the interview asked if 
L6vi-Strauss had ever thought about 
studying his own tribe. L6vi-Strauss 
answered, "Not I personally, but 
people in the laboratory which I 


founded and ran for 20 years, did 
study a French village." In this way 
he ride-stepped adroitly the implied 
question about the' issue of his 
Jewishness. 

His own fieldwork was done 
among the Bororo Indians of Cen- 
tra Brazil in the 1930s. 

CLAUDE LEvI-STRAUSS was 
bom on November 28, 1908, in Brus- 
sels. But he is French, not Belgian. 
His father, a painter, was completing 
a series of portraits in Brussels, and 
Ldvi-Strauss was taken to Paris when 
he was two months old. He spent the 
World War 1 years in 'Vers^les, in 
the home of his maternal grud- 
father, who was the chief rabbi of 
Versailles. 


. Another anthropologist. Ridiard 
Werbner. has pointed out that 
“Ldvi-Strauss writes about Bororo 
religion in the light of his experience 
in growing up as a Jew, the grandson 
of the chief rabbi of Versailles. What 
be illuminates is the very opposite of 
his own experience. Instep of hav- 
ing reli^on as a separate institution, 
with the sacred isolated from the rest 
of life, the Bororo mingled intimate- 
ly their spiritual beliefe and their 
habits of every day. . . 

"When L6vi-Strauss met the 
Bororo. at the start of his fieldwork, 
he had the sense of being over- 
whelmed. For the first time, Ldvi- 
Strauss felt the disturbingly powerful 
impact of an alien civilization, with a

anotiier job." As things are, it is a 
love affair. 

Not always* an easy one. At the 
begjmning, the groap encountered 
lack of knowledge and comprehen- 
sion on the part of the German 
audience, as well as initial distrust in 
Jewish ciitJes. The approach to the 
Jewiri) community was facilitated by 
Rabbi Chaim Lipsefaitz of Saar- 
brucken, the group’s home town. 
Today, Espe is an integral part of the 
Jewish cultural scene in Germany. 

The question stQl remains: 
Yiddish songs? **The Germans have 


on their consdeoce not only the 
murder of Jews, but the mur^r of 
Yiddish culture too," says Gabi and 
Hans. 

THERE IS ALSO a universal aspect 
to Espe's motivation. It is expressed 
thus in the notes accompanying the. 
latest album: 

"’Yiddish songs may have become 
‘history* by now. but in most cases 
they describe what is happening 
to marginal groups of society and 
minorities all over the world. These 
■songs, therefore, are also directed at 


the modern manifestations of 
oppression and violence against any 
group." 

Tbe universal approach some- 
times breeds conflict. "It was a huge 
mistake of mine," says Gain of an 
incident that took place last year. 
Espe were appearing at the confer- 
ence of European Jewish youth 
organizations in Switzeriand. Dar- 
ing the evening. Gabi announced a 
song with the message that one has 
to oppose the suffering of all chil- 
dren - Israeli and Palestinian alike. 
A storm of indignation broke. The 
concert was interrupted and Espe 
has not been invited to Switzerla^ 
.again. . 

, After the. incident, a nuinber of 
Jewish youths came to tell Gabi that 
they agreed with her. What she bad 
not known, however, was that 
among the audience was a r^bi 
whose femily bad been victims of a 
Palestinian terrorist attack. 

“Today, we are much more care- 
ful," she says. Still, asense of thin ice 
* remains. Thus. Gabi would prefer 
not to sing anjr partisan songs in 
Israel.

-^Saf integrity, faithful to its own 
traditions. It made aware of how 
his own ' civilization had created 
houses, and indeed a whole environ- 
ment, that dwarfed man. By con- 
trast, the Bororo bad desigDed a 
village setting that was somehow a 
personal adornment, like ‘a coat of 
elastic armour* for their lives. 

"On reflection through the analy- 
sis in depth of the ethnography, 
Ldvi-Strauss reached a more de- 
tadied, if less comforting, conclu- 
sion. llie Boioro, Uke Ldvi-Strauss 
himself, like men everywhere, were 
prisoners, victims. They held an 
ideal image of sodety, that h is based 
oh redprodty, on brOanoe, on the 
transcending of contradictions. . . 
“They took to g ran ted the ea n ste n oe 
of a harmonious synthesis of aU the 
oppoang groups and institntions in 
their sodety. But were unable 
to come to consdousoess of the 
contradictions foat axe perhaps more 
fondamental in their relations with 
each other." 

THIS thrnkmg led L6vi-Straus8. to 
his concept : of structuralism, the 
word automatically associated with 
him. Structuralism has been defined 
by Maranda as meaning that "culr 
tures are conditiomng mecfaamsnis . 
that structure context-bonod human 
minds according to a syntax of com- 
patibilities (e.g. FteniA cuisine and 
frogs' legs) and incompatibilities 
(e.g. taboos on eating dog Sesfa'or on 
marrying one's own sibling), which it 
is the ta^ of the analyst to map out 
and interpret.*' 

Another antfaropedogist made the 
.point that Ldvi-^transs*s structural- 
ism was not, as is popularly assumed, 
a philosophy, but a metlu^iogy. 

When I put tins to him, he replied, . 
"I would say that it is an qristemolo- 
gical approach - a way of looking at 
things,.a method of acquiriiig know- 
ledge about sodety.” 

He went on, "Form, not content, 
is important to me. For instance, the 
whole of mankind can be said to be 
reli^ous in some way of another. 
But I am interested in the ivtty th^ 


‘T don't know vriiethiN we have 
the sensitivity necessary for per- 
forming these songs in Isa^. Perso- 
nalty, we have nothing to do with the 
Hiird Reich, bnt we do come from 
the land of the slau^iterers.'’ 

HANS IS NOT afeaid of angmg 
resistance songs m Israel, but he too 
believes that **tiiey win see us not 
just as human beings, but as Ger- 
mans." 

Hans is consdonsly German, he 
. can be hurt wben "the Federal Re- 
public is portrayed as a nest of Naz- 
ism." This vuinerabflity to gener- 
alizations has been sharpened by the 
- oci(sisionalatocksaga^,E^ 
tbefarri^iL 

*‘We sometimes receive threaten- 
ing letters," says Erich, GabPs hus- 
hed and Hans' brother. A concert 
in Fiaokfnit had .to 'be cancelled 
after Nazi-hooligans assaulted 
would-be tid(»t buyen. Some con- 
certs have had to be Judd under 
police protection. 

It is not only violence tiiat hmts- 
The members ^ the group win never 
forget die senior teacher who told 
Hai^ "The Jewish people is not 
worth being paid attention to.” StiU, 
they hope t^t their songs wfil be a 
contribution to the fight against neo- 
Nazism. . 

As far as Israel b concerned, they 
ara in an airicward position: they . 
have dedicated themseJves to a Jew- 
ish colture which has largely dis- 
appeared in die Jewish state, and in 
winch most, young Israelis take no 
interest. 

StiU, the groiq) looks at Israel 9rith 
"sympathy and hope.” Hans and his 
wife nam^ their two sons Daniel 
and Simon, While Gabi and Ex^'s 
first-born is called David-Ben. He 
was bom on the eve of Israel's Inde- 
pendence Day, bat his parents deny 
that dds was die result of sophisti- 
cated timing.

are religious, not the /act that th^ 
are religious.” 

In his aiitobiogra{rfiy he wrote that 
be h^ three miscresses: Marxism, 
psychoaioalysis and geology. Re- 
minded of this, he explained; 
"Marx^ seeo^ to me to follow 
the same procedure as geology and 
as psychosuuly^, as defined by tte 
foim^: all three demonstrate that 
understanding conasts of reducing a 
type of reality to another one: that 
true reality is never the most evi- 
dent; and that tiie nature of what is 
true trans pi res already in its very 
evasiveness..." 

Naturally 1 asked Ldvi-Strauss if 
be was still faithful to the same three 
mistresses. He took evasive action, 
and said, "I was -very young when I 
wrote tirat, and a young man can 
cope 'with three mistresses.” 

What about now? And the fatnre?. 

"Fve still got two or three books 
that I have to write. After those - 
who knows?" 

IN HIS long career he has held 
major ^Tpointioents in both France 
and the U.S., where he found sanc- 
tuary during World War U. 
munerons books, among them such 
major works, as The 5avo(ge Mind, 
Tristes tropiques, the four-v<riume 
Mytkologiques, Anthropologie 
structurale and ihe two-volume La 
vote des'masques, have transformed 
ideas,- not only in aathrc^logy, but 
in several otliCT discipluies and in the .

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Histadrut to tighten reigns on Hevirat Ha’Oydnh jSrms 

Zeroing in on development areas 


ROY ISACOVITZ 
TEL AVIV. - For the next two 
years, the development and expan- 
sion of Hevrat Ha'Ovdim companies 
will be concentrated almost entirely 
in development areas. At the same 
time, the management structure of 
the companies will be revised to 
allow greater control by the Histad- 
rut. 

These are the two central points of' 
the Hevrat Ha’Ovdim five-year 
plan, that was adopted this week by 
the Histadrut executive, sitting as 
the Hevnt Ha'Ovdim management 
forum. The plan, a comprehensive 
document of internal reforms and 
external goals, was drawn up in 
intensive consultations over the post 
year. 

Organizationally, the plan sets 
strict guidelines for the structure and 
functioning of the directorial boards 
of Hevraf Ha'Ovdim companies. 
Presenting the plan to the manage- 


ment forum, Histadrut Secretary- 
General and Hevrat Ha'Ovdim 
Chairman Yisrael Kessar said that 
the time had come to tighten the 
“central control” over Histadrut 
companies. 

The plan sets board membership 
at a minimum of seven and stipulates 
that members will serve for a max- 
imum of six years, after which they 
will be rotat^. No individual will be 
able to serve on more than oue board 
at any one time. 

Kessar stressed that there would 
be no exceptions to the rotation rule. 
Neither be himself, nor Hevrat 
Ha'Ovdim Secretary Danny Rosolio 
would be able to order an exception 
to be made, he said. 

Kessar revealed that he had 
appointed a committee of legal ex- 
perts to examine the Histadrut's in- 
ternal system of control and to prop- 
ose improvements. He said that both 
the central control commifiee and 


the Histadrut comptroller would fall 
under the purview of the co mmi ttee, 
and raised the possibility of their 
being combined into one. 

In justifying the structural 
changes. Kessar said that many 
boards had grown bloated with 
“poUtical” appointments, and had 
ceased to peifbno their functions of 
"control, leadership and direction.” 
The result, be said, was that those 
fonctioQS had devolved onto the 
company managements, which was 

too ^eat a responsibility for them to 
bear. 

Rosolio barely touched on the 
organizational aspects of the plan in 
his speech to the management 
forum. Instead, he sharply anacked 
the “economic mismanagement'’ of 
the Likud, governments, and casti- 
gated them for having refused Hev- 
rat Ha'Ovdim offers of cooperation 
to increase employment opportuni- 
ties. 


The self-employed refute 
label of tax-cheaters

TEL A vrv’. - The self-employed do 
not have a monopoly - as is often 
charged - on cheating on income tax, 
A\mer Ben-Yakar. chairman of the 
Federation of Israeli Chambers of 
Commerce, said yesterday. “Income 
tax cheating is a wide-spread phe- 
nomenon. which effects a good part 
of the entire Israeli society." 

Ben-Yakar pointed out that there 
were plenty of labourers “who have 
two full-time jobs and only pay in- 
come tax at one place. Moreover, 
many workers do ‘moonlighting’ and 
don't pay any taxes on this extra 
work.” 

If the income tax cheating plague 
were to be wiped out, steps should 
be taken not only against the self- 


employed but against ail those guil- 
ty. and there were guilty parties in 
every sector of the economy, be said. 

Ben-Yakar ako came out strongly 
against reports that a four per cent 
levy would be imposed on the in- 
come of self-employed. He thought 
that this would place an unfair bur- 
den on this sector since with the 
package deal its members were car- 
rying an equal ^are witii all others. 

“If this levy is imposed, it will lead 
to the blowing-up of the package 
deal,” he promised. He added that 
the workers had not been the worst 
hit by the package deal. True, he 
said, they had received a lower cost- 
of-living allowance, but at the same 
time prices of the goods they purch- 
ased were cheaper since they had 
been frozen. 


Lower oil prices dang^ to world finimces 


MEXICO CITY (Reuter). - The 
Mexican national oil company, 
Pemex. stands to lose 3 per cent 
of its income for every one-doliar 
drop in international oil prices, 
according to a study by the Energy 
and Mines Secretariat here. 

The study shows that Pemex is 


losing half of one per cent of its 
income as a result of the 1(X),000 
barrel per day export cutback in 
effect since November 1, 19S4. 

Officials from both Pemex and the 
secretariat warned that an abrupt fall 
in oil prices could disrupt the world 
financial system. 


LOWER ZLOTY. - Poland de- 
valued its curren^. the zloty, by 
10.S7 per cent against the dollar last 
week in its third devaluation in nine 
months. 


SHILLING - SomaUa has devalu- 
ated its currency, the shilling, by 29 
per cent and is tightening up on 
imports. Finance Minister 
Mohamed Sheikh Osman said. 


More UE miners 
tiickle back to work 


LONDON (Reuter). - More than 
700 British coalminers abandoned 
their marathon strike yesterday in 
response to the latest back-to-work 
drive by the National Coal Board, 
initial iMard figures from the coal- 
fields showed. 

The board says more than 70,000 
of the 188,000 members of the 
National Union of Mineworkers 
(NUM) have now defied their lead- 
ership and turned their backs on the 
43-waek-old walkout. 

Managers had been hoping for a 
decisive breakthrough after the 
strikers' bleak Christmas and follow- 
ing a publidty campaign pointing out 
the tax advantages of giving up the 
strike this month. 

But the initial figures suggested 
the high return rates of November, 
when special pay bonuses were on 
offer, had not been matched. On one 
Monday in November 2. 200 “new 
faces” showed up at the mines. 

The union leadership neverthe- 
less, defiantly vowed to continue the 
strike against pit closures.

World Bank seels $lb. for AMra 


KUWAIT (Reuter). - A Kuwaiti 
World Bank official has set out on a 
world rour to put together a SI 
billion aid package for African coun- 
tries hit by drought and famine, local 
newspapers reported yesterday. 

Thev quoted Abdul-Laiif Al- 
Hamad. Kuwait’s former finam% 
minister, as saying before he left 
Monday he would visit the capitals of 
Western Europe. Japan and the 
U.S. on behalf of the World Bank to 
seek contributions. 

Hamad, now a senior World Bank 
official, said the board decided last- 
September to set up a crisis fund for 


what he called “Africa's desert 
belt." stretching from Mauritania in 
the west to Sudan in the east. 


Hamad laid part of the blame for 
the famine on the governments of 
the affected states, which in the 
post-colonial era had pursued “im 
practical policies in the fields of 
industry and agriculture.’’ 

He also cited problems in their 
labour and educational s>stems. and 
a bounding population ^owth rate 
which he said had risen to 3.1 per 
cent in the 1970s from 2.3 per cent m 
the 1960s. 


West German jobless at record 9.1% 


NUREMBERG (AP). - The aver- 
age number of jobless West Ger- 
mans hit a post-war high in 1984. but 
the labour outlook is improving 
sli^tly. the Federal Labour Office 
said yesterday. 

An average of 2.26 million people 
were unemployed last year, com- 
pared with 2.2S million in 1983. 
Howe^r. the average jobless rate 
for both years remained unchanged 
at 9.1 percent. 

Labour Office President Heinrich 
Franke also told a news conference 


that seasonal factors nudged the job- 
less rate up slightly in December. 

Some 2.32 million people - 9.4 per 
cent of the work force - were out of 
work in December, compared with 
2.18 million, or 8.8 per cent, in 
November. 

That was down slightly from 9.5 
per cent unemployment in Decem- 
ber 1983, when 2.34 million were 
jobless. 

Franke said the “slight trend to- 
ward improvement" that began last 
autumn continues. 


Peru calls nw curpehoy after Inca god 


LIMA (Reuter). - Peru’s govern- 
ment. struggling to bring its infiaied 
accounts under control, will launch a 
new currency next month - Jhe inti, 
named after an inca god. a central 
bank spokesman said yesterday. 

From February 1 the goverament 
will denomiaate all its accounts in 
inti, a currency taking its name from 
the Sun god of the Tiica empir^t.

Most firms which floated 
stocks lost 78% ci toi* value

TIEL AVTV. - Of the 57 companiw 
vidiich raised money on. the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange during the past two 
years, the shares of 52 fell so much in 
price that the companies themselves 
are valued at only about 22 per cent 
of their value at the time they floated 
the emissions. 

This is reported by Securiteam, a 
Tel Aviv financial consultancy firm, 
which notes that these ^ companies 
raised a total of S140 ntilhon. 

Forty-six of these companies 
raised Sl24m. in 1983, and the re- 
maining 1 1 raised S16m. in 1984. 

Thus, not only did the number of 
companies raising money drop from 
1983 to 1984. but also the amounts 


they raised. 'While the average eiiris- • 
$ion was 52.7m. in 1^3. it 
to S3 .45m. in 1984. 

“What is most remarkabJe.” 
Securiteam notes, “is that these; 
companies on an- average raised 
more money on the . stock market 
through their emissions than they 
are worth themseh-es today.*'- - 

Some companies suffered sevexi - ' 
ly. For example. Ligat lost 94 per 
cent of its value, and Dnicker and 
Technological Resource ea<^ . lost 
93 per cent of their i*alue. 

Two companies. howe\'er. moved; 
against the tide. Rubinstein .(con-^ 
struction and-housing) inCTcased-iis;.

Fishermen face problems of 
ageing fleet, poor sales

HAIFA. - The best catch of the 
country’s fishermen this season is the 
new agriculture minister, Aryeh 
Netaan&in- 

The minister met a deputation of 
the men during a night fishing trip on 
Lake Kinneret last week. “We feel 
that we have a minister again who 
understands us and cares for our 
problems.” the secretary of the 
fi^ermen's union, Aryeh Tsur, told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

The most immediate problem the 
men raised was the refusal of the 
canning industry to contract for the 
purchase of their Kinneret sardine 
catches. They asked Nehamldn to 
make any new import licences con- 
ditional on contrac ts for both the 
Kinneret and the Mediterranean sar- 
dines. 

The Mediterranean season has - 
already ended, while t(ie Kinneret 
season started in November. Of the 
280 tons already landed, industry 
took only ^ut half, to fill a De- 
fence Ministry order for 320 tons of 
linn^ sardines for the army, Tsur 


said. Another 90 tons were sold fresh 
in Tiberias and the Haifa area. 

The balance of SO tons has gone 
into cold storage, “which is so ex-' 
pensive as to be prohibitive.” He 
noted that the present price for the 
fish is IS1S7.60 per kg., while the 
cold storage costs amount to ISIOO.- 
‘Tearing lis almost nothing.” 

The men will make a big effort toj 
market more sardines fresh, and 
since the retail price should be as low 
as IS4(X) per kg..- “we expect to 
succeed.” 

The minister also promised to' 
look into the need to renew the trawl 
fishing fleet, whose 18 boats have an 
average age of owr 25 years. This' 
effort mi^t help solve the unem- 
ployment problem at the Israel Ship- 
yards, if the government will provide ' 
sufficient loans and assistance. At 
least ten new boats are needed. Tsur 
said. 


Nehamkin also promised to check 
whether the impe^ of canned fish 
from countries in the Far East and 
Eastern Europe, to which Israel is 
under no obli^tion, can be stopped. 


Jordan stock market tmnover down 60% 


AMMAN (Reuter). - Jordan’s offi- 
cial stock market, the Amman 
Financial Market (AFM). suffered a 
fell in turnover of nearly 60 per cent 
last year after a 10 per cent rise in 
1983. general manager Hasbem Sab- 
bagh said this week. 

Sabbagb cited the Iran-Iiaq war 
and economic setbacks io Gulf coun- 
tries, as well as reduced Arab aid and 
remittances to Jordan, as major fac- 
tors behind the pror pe^ra^ce. 

But be said recent, import curbs 
imposed by Jordan on Imniry goods, 
Ugber tariffr to protect domestic 


industry and a government tendency 
to raise public sector e.vpenditurc 
could lead to a recovery in the 
second half of 1985. 

■ He said market turnover last year 
totalled 59.6 million dinars* 
(Sl46.4m.) after 140.6m. dinars 
(S34S.5m) in 1983 and 5.6m. dinars 
(S13.8m.) in 1978, when the AFM 
was established. 

A total of 41.1m. shares were 
traded last year. 33 per cent less than 
in 1983. while the AFM share price 
index fell 32.6 points, or 21.4 per 
cent.

Fnjitoa says ifhas^test sitoercomputer 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Fujitsu, 
Japan's largest computer comp2uiy, 
said yesterday it had developed the 
world's fastest super-computer, able 
to carry out more than one billion 
operations a second. 

A company spokesman said the 
computers operating speed had 
been measured by the National 
Aerospace Laboratory for Science 
and Technology Agency. 

It was twice as fest as its current 


competitors, whidh could carry out 
250 to 500 million operations a 
second. 

He said the company expected an 
order for the computer later this 
year, but gave no details.

He pointed out that the decision 
on the change in the police pay lies in 
the hands of the Minister of Finance; 
he himself can only recommend. He 
called on the Knesset members not 
to let the matter rest. 

The motions were refened to a 
joint committee of the Finance and 
Interior Committees.

THE TOURISM MINISTRY has 
published its maximum prices for 
tvine and cakes in hotels. The top 
price for a cake of any kind in a 
five-star hotel is IS 1.050, in a four- 
star hotel. 15840. three-star. IS740 
and one or two stars. 1S530. Ma.x- 
imum prices for a full bottle of 
"seleaed table wine” range from 
1S3.160 (five stars) to ISl.^ (one 
or two stars). 

THE AMERICAN Jevrish Congress 
has appointed Geoffrey Weill to 
head its travel programme in the 
U.S., which it claims to be the big- 
gest Jewish travel operation in the 
world. In addition to Israel, the AJC 
organizes tours to Eastern and West- 
ern Europe, China and Ethiopia, but 
all tours must have some Je^vish 
content. 

THE GANEl BAMAT Hotel, a sub- 
sidiary* of Bank Leurru's Afiica- 
Israel* Investments, has appointed 
Meir Baser as its new mana^r. The 
hotel recently aroused the opposi- 
tion of uitra-Orthodox grou^ be- 
cause a proposed expansion alleged- 
ly infringed on an ancient Jewish 
cemetery. 


SPECIAL COURSES on tourism are 
to be offered to high school teachers 
in order to prepare them to conduct 
classes on the subject. The first such 
class will take place once a week, for 
a year, at the King David Hotel in 
Jerusalem. 

THE DAN CHAIN has appointed 
Rafi Sadeh as managing and market- 
ing director.

TOURISM HGURES for Europe 
through the end of November show 
that Germany was in first place, with 
123,700 people, an increase of 17 per 
cent over the same period last year. 
Next came the United Kingdom, 
with 120.000 (5 per cent more) 
and in third place came France, with 
115.^ (a drop of 4 per cent). 
Tourism sources anributed at least 
part of the increase to the unprecen- 
dented low fare from Frankfurt, onlv 
$289. 

THE ASSOCIATION of Travel 
Agents has elected Gersbon Magon 
of Orient Lloyd as chairman. The 
association recently decided to 
reorganize In order to increase the 
participation of agents dealing with 
incoming tourism. 


Dollar recovers from brief drop 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar re- 
gained strength in European trading 
following a sharp drop in New York 
late Monday. Gold prices hovered 
above $300 an ounce. 

But the U.S. currency still ended 
trading lower than Monday's record- 
setting European levels agmnst the 
British pound and French franc. 

Currency dealers attributed the 
unexpected drop in New York to 
profit-taking. The renewed strength 
in Europe is attributed to strons 
demand for dollars by multinational 
corporations and to the continuing 
strength of the U.S. economy.

Market maintains its momentum 


TEL AVTV. - The market actually 
"boomed" yesterday, picking up 
momentum form the upward swins 
of the prerious day. Althnueh here 
and there there were some shares 
W'hich fell, the overu'helming major- 
ity rose, including the ‘‘arrange- 
ment" shares, which gained an aver- 
age of 2,83 per cent. If the non- 
banking shares are taken as a whole, 
they rose by 3.S5 per cent, bringing 
to 7.15 per cem their rise since 
January. This works out to about 
one per cent a day. 

The category which pul in the best 
showing was investment companies, 
whose index rose by 6.44 per cent, 
while industrial investment com- 
panies rose by 4.22 percent. But real 
^tate and land development rose by 
5.62 per cem. 

Why this sudden interest in 
shares? Financial circles had several 
explanations yesterday, while stres- 
sing that most of the buying was 
being done by the mutual fiinds and 
a few big private investor- 
speculators. 

The mutual funds w'ere nor nying 
to "warm up" the market, but rather 
these funds themselves were in de- 
mand. and they were buying on the 
stock market. 

One reason (according to the 
Meitav financial consultants) why 
the mutual funds are buying is that 
the majority of them did quite w ell in 
1984. And a mutual fimd is one way 
for the small investor to JiversiN his 
holdings. At any rate, financial cir- 
cles also pointed out that the small

investor himself has not as yet re- 
turned to the stock market proper. 

Another reason given for the rush 
to buy shares - whose prices have 
risen SO much in the past few days 
that profit-taking should shortly set 
in - is the escape from paiiim. the 
shekel accounts linked to the dollar. 

According to various reports, 
steps might be taken around the end 
of the first package deal, and before 
the second one is signed, to "hit 
these paitwi accounts.” One report 
says their purchase will be entirely 
banned, or that a high premium 
(perhaps 15 per cent) will be im- 
posed when buying: anorber rumour 
says that the amount of new patanj 
which can be purchased will be li- 
mited for each person: still another 
says that all patam accounts, both 
new and old. will have to be closed 
for specific periods (three. si\ 
months). And to induce the public to 
close their accounts, a high interest 
rate will be offered, while funds held 
in "open" accounl.s (which can be 
withdrawn almost immediately) will 
be subject to negative interest. 

According to these financial cir- 
cie.«. this also explain.^ the recent 
rush to buy black market dollars, ns a 
move to get out of patom. 

The premium dropped from 


around 25 per cent earlier thi.s week 
to 2iV22 per cent yesterday. This was 
apparently after a large sum of 
money was ■ injected" into the black 
market, bringing down the pre- 
mium. 

One person siad that he expected 
the premium to stabilize at about 20 
per cent above the selling rate of the 
commercial banks, that is. five per 
cent above the 15 per cem premium 
which outgoing Israeli tourists pay. 

The turnover in sh.nres was 
IS2.11?m.. much higher than the 
I$1.364m. of the previous day. 

Bonds fluctuated, with the overall 
trend slightiv upwards.

ISRAEL'S delegation will not show up at Nakoura tomorrow, 
and the military talks -about the IDFs withdrawal from 
Lebanon may now enter a deep freeze. This is Jerusalem's reply 
to what has been described as Beirut's continued obduracy at 
Monday's session. 

True, some little progress was made at that last session, 
which could partially justify the original guarded optunism 
expressed three weeks ago about the possible beneficid effects 
of the Christmas recess. For the Lebanese did indicate that 
their side would like to see a “big role" for Unifil in the area to 
be vacated by the IDF.- 

But they would not go beyond this general fonnula, which 
failed to specily where Unifil would be deployed. The 
Lebanese - and. of course, their Syrian mentors - are still 
opposed to the Israeli idea of concentrating the UN force 
chiefly between the Zaharani and the Awali rivers. Rather than 
entrust to it the task of blocking terrorist infiltration from the 
north, they want Unifil to be mainly deployed along the border 
with Israel. 

Not being able to exercise any real measure of sovereignty 
over its badly splintered land, the shadowy government in 
Beirut may not be averse to employing Unifil as a symbol 
marking o^ the area of its own supposed authcmty. 

If that is the limit of Beirut's negotiating position, there can 
be no agreement. It is this inflexibility which leads to the view 
that despite its protestations, Beirut would not mind the IDFs 
staring in Southern Lebanon, bleeding, and at tbe same time 
helping to check the fighting among the warring Lebanese 
factions. Damascus too would not find this intolerable. 

It could not. however, be tolerable to Israel, which is why the 
security cabinet will shortly have to decide, at long last, on 
measures to extricate this country from the Lebanese quag- 
mire, without waiting for any formal agreement at Nakoura. 

Of course, a security arrangement with the Lebanese, to be 
approved by the Syrians, would be the preferred method. 
Unfortunately, it does not seem to be practical. Operation 
Peace for Galilee , while destroying the PLO's infrastructure in 
Southern Lebanon, also brought down the structure of guaran- 
tees that had protected the northern settlements from Katyusha 
rockets for nearly a year before June 6. 1982. And it left 
next-to-nothing but the IDF occupation in its place. 

At present the Syrians, who have not been humbled in the 
war do not appear particularly anxious to draw new Red Unes 
to maintain mutual security. On the contrary, discounting any 
danger of armed attack by the fDF. they seem to think they can 
eventually rub Israel's face in the mud. The Lebanese, who 
have grown cooler and not. as expected, warmer to the idea of 
peace with Israel, are making a j^int of refusing to act as this 
country's policemen. Their terms for agreement include the 
disbandment of the South Lebanon Army - unless it severs its 
connection to the IDF. which is the SLA's very raison d*etre. 

This is the situation which the security cabinet cannot fail to 
face squarely and boldly. 

The options for action are manifest, and so are their 
implications. If Israel does not make good its pre-Christmas 
threat to start a unilateral withdrawal from the Awali, it will be 
contributing to Lebanese obduracy, and it will be doing nothing 
to reduce Shi'iie hostility and IDF casualties. A parti^ 
wididrawal to the Zaharani. or the Litani, if piDttacted, could 
only result in an escalation of that hostility by splitting the Shia 
community south of the Awali in twain. 

Unless Israel is prepared to try and emulate Soviet methods 
in Afghanistan, it is left with the choice of a pullback to the 
international border, relying on informal agreements with tiie 
local population in Southern Lebanon - and on the IDFs 
overwhelming power. 


What price health care? 


THE COUNTRY'S socialized health system is in deep trouble, 
financially. The problem is world-wide: the health costs soar as 
medicine advances and the quality of living improves. Israel is 
no exception to this general rule. 

In Israel, however, there is the added difficulty that Israelis 
tend to consult physicians more frequently than any other 
national group anywhere . The fact that visits to the clinics Ac 
Histadrut's Kupat Holim. the largest by far among the sick 
funds, are free may have something to do wiA this. Yet there is 
a limit to the Treasury's ability to cover the deficit in Kupat 
Holim's budget stemming from high expenditures and relative- 
ly low membership dues. 

The finance minister.' Yitzhak Moda’i. has devised a sort of 
solution.- Let dues be drastically raised and let a special fee be 
charged for every visit to a doctor and for every day spent in 
hospital. The Histadrut secretary, Yisrael Kessar, has flatly 
rejected the plan, and he is fully backed up by the health 
minister. Mordechai Gur. The gulf between the two positions 
seems unbridgeable. 

But it is not. assuming a modicum of reasonableness on boA 
sides. Mr. Kessar himself has in effect conceded that a judicious 
increase of Kupat Holim dues may be inevitable. But judicious- 
ness is a matter of definition. A 50 per cent rise in dues would 
presumably be swallowed by the sick fund memters, however 
bitter that pill might prove to some of them. But Mr. Moda'i is 
thinking in terms of a 200 to 400 per cent increase, which is 
fairly absurd. * 

Before there is an agreement on the new dues, the finance 
minister unll have to scale down his figures. 

As for the proposed health levy, it may be recalled that 
Kupat Holim has for some years now been charging a fee for all 
medicines. The fee is modest enough, and its imposition 
occasioned no furore. If a general levy on all medical services 
>h’ere also to be low. and if chronic and elderly patients were 
exempt from it. it too would probably be found acceptable. In 
that case it would help reduce unnecessary visits to clinics 
without denying access to Kupat Holim to Ae poor who are 
genuinely ill. 

The arnount suggested by Mr. Moda'i. however- five dollars 
per visit - would be so exorbitant as to discourage those who 
may need Kupat Holim the most from taking advantage of its 
services. It would hit most cruelly the weakest members of Ae 
community, and undermine the very concept of public medical 
insurance. 

To get his idea even partially implemented. Mr. Moda'i 
would have to moderate this figure, too.

There is really nothing more to 
investigate foUomng Ae publication 
of Ae state comptroller's report on 
the matter. Even Ae state comptrol- 
ler found very few thin^ that were 
not already k^wn to Aose in charge 
a year ago last October, when Ae 
last column supporting Ae capital 
market collapsed 

All Ae infonnatioD necessary for 
making structural changes is known. 
There are Aose who argue Aat a 
commission of inquiry is needed to 
pinpoint Ae personal blame for what 
happened. But even Aat is known. 

V^at is lackii^ is Ae political guts 
to do something about what is 
known, boA in regard to the system 
and to Ae individual culprits. 

The act of appointing a commis- 
sion of inquiry wiU in all likelihood 
serve Ae same role as Ae pack^e 
deal has played in economic policy, 
not as a step towards finding solu- 
tions, but as a ploy to gain time, in 
Ae hope that meanwhile some unde- 
fined miracle will occur to deflect Ae 
wrath of the public. 

The giveaway as to Ae motiva- 
tions of Ae cabinet majority is Aat it 
was made up of Ae self-same LOcud 
and religions party ministers who for 
close to a year rejected Attorney 
General Yi^ak Zamir’s demand to 
set up a comsussioa of inquiry plus 
Prime Minister Peres and his Labour 
supporters, whose predominant 
political concern is to scotch any 
development Aat could endanger 
Ae coalition government, wfaiA 
otherwise will kMp Aem in office for 
Ae next 21 months. 

The most trenchant comment on 
this sorry situation appeared m Aese 
pages a fortnight a^, before Ae 
publication of Ae comptroller's re- 
port; Pxncfaas Landau, in his series 
on Ae state of Ae banks, pointed up 
the total lack of any sense of accoun- 
tability on Ae part of Ae heads of 
Ae banl^g system. 

This lack of accountability also 
totally suffuses the political oom- 
munriy. Even more spine-chilling, 
and which is at Ae heart of our 
national eAos, ichas also penetrated 
Ae armed forces. Not a single officer 


has yet been held accountable for Ae 
numerous acts of omission and negli- 
gence Aat made possible Ae tragedy 
of Ae terrorist attack on the IDF 
headquarters at Tyre. Characteristi- 
cally the only man to pay for Aat 
failure was a haple^ sgan-aluf who 
was fired as editor of the army week- 
ly Bamahane for da ring to publiA 
some of the findings of Ae internal 
army commission of inquiry. 

The list of unpunished acts of 
irresponsibility on the part of our 
political and wonotnic leaders, in- 
cluding Ae latest evidence of irres- 
ponsible action in connection wiA 
Ae rescue of Ethioi^ Jewry, is too 
depressin^y long to detail here. But 
we are all aware of them, if we just 
jog our collective memories. 

It raises Ae perplerdng and frus- 
trating question of what a populace 
can do when Ae bulk of its political 
leadership exhibits an ingrained 
and persistent preference for Aeir 
own poUtical well-being to that of 
the national interest. 

It should be quite clear that a 
commission of inquiry, whose terms 
of reference will be determined by 
those self-same politicians, whether 
in the cabinet or the Knesset. 
wheAer in Labour or Ae Likud, is 
not the answer. Public action, 
however, may help. Two prime 
ministers in Ae past ten years were 
driven £rom office by public action. 


ers vriA a conscience and a sense of 
being chosen by and being account- 
able to the people. ' 

It did not work on MoAe Dayan. 
He resigned as minister of deface 
only because Colda forced him to 
accompany her into poUtical Ihnbo. 

It did not work on Arik Sharon. 
Ae architect of Ae Ijebanon fiasco, 
who is devoid of anv such conscien- 


ce.' 


In the present case, tbe culprits 
are known. What is also clear is that 
Ae entire political community was 
so enmeshed in Ae economic fiasco 
Aat it cannot be expected to move 
against the culprits unless forced to 
by Ae public. 

'The main culprit in Ae public 
sphere, former finance minister 
Yoram Aridor. was forced to resign 
in Ae wake of the bank share col- 
lapse 15 months ago. But like his 
colleague. Arik Sharon, he is also 
riftte rmro ed to make a political come- 
back and had Ae temerity to rush to 
Israel Televisios in the wake.of Ae 
comptroller's report to deny any 
personal responsifc^ty. 


Dry Bones 
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THE LABOUR PARTY’ had Ae 
nerve to run in Ae December 1973 
elections after Ae catastrofAe of the 
Yom Kippur War, wiA^ 1^ headed 
by Golda Meir, who as prime minis- 
ter Aould have been held account- 
able for everything Aat went wrong 
in Aat war. 

She was not driven from office by 
Ae findings of Ae Agranat Commis- 
sion of I^uiry, which sid^epped 
the entire issue of Ae politicians' 
responsibility for \Aat went wrong. . 
She was driven to resign by relentless 
demonstrations by a small number of 
demobilized soldiers. Those demon- 
strations worked on her consdence. 

Menabem Begin was similarly 
driven from office by Ae relentless 
demonstrations of a small number of 
public-spirited people, whose silent 
presence outside fak residence also 
worked on his conscience. 

Admittedly, it doesn't always 
work. First, you need political lead- 


POLITTCAL and economic com- 
mentators have written ad infinitum 
in the press abont Aridor's central 
role, not only in the bank shue 
scandal but ato about Ae broader 
issue of grind^g Ae economy into 
the ground, '^e written word, 
however, is far from enough in Ae 
face of Azidorean nerve. What is 
sorely needed is for talented gag- 
writers. comedians and song-writers 
to stigmatize his name in Ae public 
memory. 

The case of Bank of Israel Gov- 
ernor Moshe Mandelbaum is a pet^ 
sonal tragedy. He was handpidted 
for Ae job by Aridor because of his 
record of sut^rvience. It seems un- 
fair to axe a man m public life who so 
fulfilled Ae expectattoxu demanded . 
of him. But public hygiene demands 
his resignation, foro^ or voluntary, 
as a minimum. 

Of much greater importance from . 
Ae pmnt of view of public hygiene is 
Ae firing of his deputy. Dr. Yakir 
Plessner, who was the intellecsual 
eminence grise behind Aridorean 
economics. Perhaps Ae most telling 
example of Ae lade of accountability 
in I^ael's public life is Aat Dr. 
Plessner, who no longer works as 
deputy governor of Ae Bank of 


Israel still receives a salary for Aat 
job, because for Ae past year no one 
in power has wanted to Angle wiA' 
him over his demands for compensa- 
tion m order to quit.: 

One of the main arguments 
against holding the beads of Ae large 
banks personify accountable is the 
fear Aat it could undennme confi- 
dence in the banks. 


TO the interests of the hundreds>f 
thousands of Histadrut membeV 
who lost much of their savii^. 
either directly or in their provid|nt 
fonds. due to the bank's actions, 


The opposite is true. The main 
fear is that foreign depositors in 
Patah foreign currency deposits 
might become nervous. These de- 
posits are perfectly safe, but it is 
spedfically Aese depositors who 
could be expected to feel queasy 
about keeping Aeir moi^ m banks 
headed by men who misled Israeli 
defXTsitois and investors who trusted 
in infiated bank shares. 

To restore and maintain confi- 
dence in Aese banks. bas to be 
visible evidence Aat their heads 
have been taken to account. 


Israel Kessar was not then 
secremry-genera] of the Histadiiil. 
But with Histadrut elections m the 
offing, he personally could beco^. 
Ae target for enraged Histadrat 
members demanding Aat he take 
action gainst the Sank Hapoalim 
managers. Once Aat fight is won. 
one can expect tbe other public 
banks to take similar action. 


One of the more surprising a^ects 
of tbe entire affair is that the Histed- 
rut, which owns Bank Hapoalim. has 
to date clearly preferred Ae interests 
of its own fonctionaries <iivho head 
Aat bank and depend on its goodwill 


In any case, such public action 
would seem to be much more prom- 
ising Aan the time-buying act of 
setting up yet another commission of 
inquiry. 

As a clinching argument, one cm 
only bring Ae case of one of Ae first 
commisaons of inquiry, the Etriom 
Commission on corruption in sports* 
of Ae early 1970s. Can anyone tori- 
estly claim Aat there is less corriip- 
tion in sports since that learned com- 
mission reported its findings?
